- The Awakening

of Hawthorne

It.must be with considerable un-
easiness that Inglewood is witness-
ing the awakening of Hawthorne,
for unless we miss our guess, with-
in less than five years these two
cities will be rompeting for the
supremacy of the Centinela Valley.

Today, Inglewood, on the ex-
treme north end of the district she
serves, is enjoying the distinction

of being the outstanding city iny

the Centinela valley. Her growth
through the energy of her leaders
has in the past few 'yem-s been re-
markable. Her stores, banks and
markets are drawing a bulk of the
trade of the valley. With the union
high school located there she is
the educational center as well, and
her splendid theatres aid materially
in attracting peaple from all parts
of the valley. -

Inglewood has attained this po-
sition of ‘leadership, while Haw-
thorne, geographically the center
of the district, has dozed over her
opportunities, and political factions
have prevented a unity of effort in
bringing about this advancement
that was rightfully hers.

However, this has all been
changed. Factions have been unit-
ed and the work of “building a city
where a city belongs” is now go-
ing ahead at-top speed. 2

In our estimation Hawthorne. pos-
sesses the greatest potential possi-
bilities for growth of any city in
the Centinela Valley, and in ven-
turing this opinion we believe that
we can do so without detracting
one whit from our own community,
or any other, as a matter of fact.
To deny this to ourselves or the
outside world we would be guilty
of wilfully shutting our eyes to
facts. A

To start with, Hawthorne lies in
the center of a rapidly growing dis-
trict that is giving promise of big
things. Located as she is, it is
only natural that she should be-
come the trading center for the
territory on all sides of her. The
move made by Hawthorne to build
a theatre that will be second to
none in the district, with attractive
stores, is the first real bid that she
has made for this trade that is
within her grasp.

Industrially, Hawthorne occuples
She

an !

an immense amount of cheap acre-
age-along the Pacific Electric right-
of-way, easily adaptable to ‘any
type of industry, and almost ad-
Jjoining Hawthorne on the west is
approximately 1,000 acres of indus-
trial property in El Segundo that
borders the Santa Fe's harbor line.

It is not much farther to the cen-
ter of Hawthorne from the Santa
Fe's tracks than it is to the center
of El Segundo, and the two citles
are likely in the future to divide
the benefits from any industrial de-
velopment in this area. It is no
great secret that the Santa Fe
hopes to build up a major indus-
trial center in the vicinity of its
right-of-way in El Segundo.

Vital to Hawthorne's future
growth, and one of the things that
will speed her advancement, is the
splendid - transportation facilities
which the city possesses. She is
served by both the yellow car line
and the Pacific Electric. The lat-
ter line does not go into Inglewood.
Hawthorne Boulevard, a 170-foot
newly paved highway, gives Haw-
thorne a splendid outlet to the
north and south, and this boule-
vard will play an important part
in the city's growth, as it eventu-
ally will, be extended. through Hol-
Iywood on the north and the Palos

Verdes hills, on the south, Two

major east and west boulevards
will bring traffic from the coast
and from . the interior cjties. Qne
of these boulevards, Ballona Avenue
is new .paved from Western Ave-
nue through to El Segundo, con-
necting with the Coast highway,
the other, 114th street will eventu-
ally be paved from. the Orange
county line to the Coast highway
in El Segundo.

Hawthorpe is in the path of
progress; she can’'t escape, even if
she would. Each year sees hund-
reds of new families coming into
the Centinel Valley and each year
sees new indpstrial enterprises lo-
cating in this territory because of
its cheap acreage and ideal sur-
roundings for the employes. Oc-
cupying a ‘central position as she
does, Hawthorne should benefit
most from this development.

At the present time Hawthorne
is the best paved city in the val-
ley, and her miles of newly paved
streets are bound to be attractive
to the newcomer.

We suffer no pangs of jealousy
as we contemplate the advance-
ment of Hawthorne, for our own
future is rose tinted, and our hats
right nolv are off to our neighbor
as she starts her campaign for a
bigger and better city,
